Upon which account ſome were call 
hol ago, as being ſuppos d to be endu'd with a peci 
Har Virtue to free and difcharge the Body of Chole 
rick Humours: S me Phlegmagog, expelling Phleg 
or Phlegmatick Humours: Others Melanagag, dil 
ving out melancholick Humours: And laſtly, ſom 
were term d Hydragog, trom their ſuppos'd Facult 
of diſcharging or freeing the Blood of ſuperfluoi 
Serofities. But we reject this Diviſion, becauſe m 
do not believe theſe tour Humours to be actual. 
exiſting in the Body: Neither can we be 'eafil 
convinc'd, ſuppofing theſe Humours were there 
that they can be electively fingl'd out by the help 
particular Medicines.

Wherefore in 
my Opinion, the Faculty of Meſticatory Medicines 
or Apophlegmatiſms cannot be better nor otherwiſe 
explain'd. |

Wherefore to make this difficult Matter as clear as 
poſſible, I ſay, it is very probable that Mercury 
(which way ſoever taken, viz. whether at the 
Mouth, or by external UnCtion, inſinuating it ſelf 
into the Pores of the Skin) raiſes a more than or- 
dnary commotion in the Maſs of Blood, and its 
krous or lymphatick Parts, by which means ſuch 
a Flux of Humours is procur d, as may more eafily 
nd plentifully be ſeparated and diſcharg'd by the 
Glands. But herein lies the difficulty, viz. How 
comes it to paſs that this Flux of ſerous Humours 
ſhould rather be diſcharg'd by the Glands of the 
Mouth, than by thoſe ot the Reins, Skin, and other 
Wars of the Body? 

We may eafily clear this Difficulty, by taking 
mice to two Things that ſeem to be not very in- 
unſiſtent with Truth, Reaſon, and Experience.

But I anſwer, 
that the Glands of rhe luteſtines are firſt prepar'd 
nd made fir by the Purging Mzdicines, for the 
iſcharging the Humours into the Inteſtines, and 
rom thence but of rhe Body by Stool; hut it 
hppens otherwife to Salivating Medicines: 
Wherefore it will be very convenient to ad miniſter

80 CH Medicinesare properly call'd Febrifug, 
as are endu*'d with a - peculiar or ſpecifck Fa- 
culty of curing intermitt ing Fevers of all ſorts, or 
ſubduing ths hap Fits and vigorous Aſſaults of 
continual Fevers. All the moſt notable Febrifugs 
ate bitter; yet all bitter Medicines do not take 
away Fevers; which plainly contirm the force and 
power of Specifick Medicines. Wherefore, in 
the curing of theſe or the like Diſtem we 
muſt make uſe of ſuch Medicines as have 

found by uſe and experience to be endu'd with 
a peculiar faculty of reliſting theſe Diſtempers : 
but general Medicines are alſo to be adminiſtred, 
leſt the Ferment of the Fever being quieted or 
laid aſleep for ſome time, ſhould return with more 


violence, attended with a Train of freſh Symp-
